There is organized opposition 
to the article.

Monday’s election was a clear cut victory for the Old 
Guard. 

It returned to office a man whose 24 years of Town 
Hall experience pre-dates the manager charter. And it 
sent to the School Committee a political novice who drew 
his strongest campaign from Old Andover 
stalwarts.

What it means for Andover has yet to be determined. 
Neither candidate advanced any sort of specific program 
for the.future during the campaign; each restricted himself 
to broad declarations. 


Mr. White took as his theme, Experience Counts. Mr. 
Fitzgerald promised peace for the School Committee. 
Each held out a hope to the voters for an administration 
capable of coping with growth and change decisively, and 
with a minimum of conflict. 


We wish them luck, and pledge the TOWNSMAN’S full 
support for any constructive program that will substitute 
order for muddle. 


But we do not expect miracles. 


Andover’s business is big business now and its pro- 
blems with growth are far from ended. It will be some 
years before she can settle down to working out all the 
kinks that infect any organization that expands abnormally. 

As for the noise in the school department, it is likely 
to get considerably worse before it gets better. The public 
has chosen to assault educational ivory towers, nation- 
wide, and as the people get more and more inquisitive 
about the educational process, it is certain to be reflected 
at the policy level. Who is to deny the right of the man who 
pays the piper to call the tune? 

On both fronts, our major administrative boards face 
problems in 1966 that belong to this Andover and no other. 
The prospect of a cooperative role in a costly pollution 
abatement venture and the fresh concerns that are certain 
to come with implementation of the new municipal em- 
ployees collective bargaining law — to list but two. 

We hope, with the electorate, that the boards which 
reorganized this week are prepared to meet whatever 
comes without regard for any loyalties except those to 
the town of Andover. 


One-half To Go 


One-half down: One-half to go. 

With the election out of the way, Town Meeting is half 
over. What'remains is the gathering of the municipal clan 
for a confrontation with the Warrant on Saturday. 

In spite of the fact that it is not a highly controversial 
agenda, there are some articles worthy of a quorum. 

To tick off a few: 

@ The manager has asked for $45,000 for a tax equiliza- 
tion survey. The Finance Committee has approved $40,000 
and given the project its unanimous blessing. 

The object is to update records collected when the 
town went through a wholesale reassessment about 10 
years ago, bringing what has gotten out of whack into 
line. 

It is difficult to deny the need for such an updating. 
Transfers of downtown and farm properties within the 
past year for prices two and three times assessed valua- 
tions are indisputable evidence that some Andover land 
is worth considerably more in the market place than could 
be surmised from tax records. Beyond this, Andover as- 
sessors see the need for a general rechecking to pinpoint 
lesser discrepencies. 

Logic supports adoption of an article that proposes to 
see that the tax burden is equitably distributed. 

@ The town government has asked authorization for a 
$700,000 central fire station to replace the horse-and- 
buggy installation on Park Street. 

It is probable that this figure will be scaled down at 
Town Meeting as tighter cost estimates come in. But the 
voters should not flinch at any price tag within reason for 
a project so long overdue. Andover is operating modern 
fire fighting equipment out of a barn that is shored up by 
a maze of lally columns that could confuse the nimblest 
of trained mice. 

It is functioning out of one of the most congested 
sections of the midtown business district and answering 
calls rung in on a communications system that dates to 
1882. 

The move for a new fire station in a new location should 
be supported.

Andover can approve the rezoning and gamble that the 
Reading contractor will go ahead with his construction 
plans, that he will build the sort of quality shopping 
complex that he envisions and that the proximity of such 
a center will stimulate rather than stifle activity in the 
downtown business district. 

On the other hand, Andover can gamble that Mr. Tam- 
bone will shelve his plans if he cannot have the Andover 
address he says potential tenants seem to prefer. It is a 
gamble that could block the whole project — or toss it 
right across the line into Tewksbury, leaving Andover 
with the headaches (if there are to be any) and bereft of 
tax revenues. 

We are persuaded by Mr. Tambone’s firm declaration 
this week that he WILL build his shopping center. This 
being the case, Andover has only to decide whether or not 
it is interested in the tax revenue from 90 percent of a 
$3-4 million project. 

@ The vote on Pomps Pond should reflect the public’s 
thinking about the future. If Andover wants to continue 
with a summer recreation program developed around a 
natural swimming hole, it must vote to at least look into 
what can be done to improve conditions at Pomps. 

If, on the other hand, it wants to dispense with the 
informality of a pond beach and switch to a swimming 
program centered around a municipal pool, now is the time 
to look ahead to that eventuality. 

For our part, we favor preservation and improvement of 
the pond as a permanent recreation facility. Andover’s 
continued growth will certainly bring later need for addi- 
tional swimming facilities, but this need not interfere 
with providing future swimmers with a choice between 
sand and cement. 

We concur with the Finance Committee, however, in 
supporting appropriation of funds for a feasibility study 
to precede any allocation for extensive improvements.
